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Four Designs for Redeveloping 


Middle School Are Explored 


Three members of the city 
staff—City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin, Kristen Ward of 
the Planning Department, and 
Joe McNeal of the Recreation 
Department—met with mem- 
bers of the Prince George’s 
County school system’s Capi- 
tal Projects Office on March 4 
to receive the results of the 
feasibility study for the re- 
building of Greenbelt Middle 
school. Greenbelt’s School 
Board representative, James 
Henderson, also attended the 
meeting. The school was 
originally built in 1937 as a 
high school for Greenbelt. 
Since then, six additions have 
been added to the building. 

Four schemes were pre- 
sented. Scheme A would 
renovate the existing building 
with little additional construc- 
tion or demolition. Scheme B 
would demolish less than 25 
percent of the building and 
construct new space to replace 
it including a new media cen- 
ter. Scheme C would demol- 
ish and replace the 1957, 1962 
and 1969 wings, additions to 


the building located behind the 
original 1937 building. This 
scheme also includes constructing 
74,000 square feet of space to re- 
place the 86,000 to be demol- 
ished. Scheme D would con- 
struct an entirely new school. All 
schemes include improving the 
ballfields. Schemes A, B, and C 
are estimated to cost around $20 
million; Scheme D would cost 
$16 to 17 million. 

According to a memo to the 
Greenbelt City Council from 
McLaughlin, the School Board is 
“apparently required to preserve 
any school buildings that are over 
50 years old.” Although the 
school system would prefer to 
build a new building (Scheme D), 
they do not yet have a plan for 
how to handle the historic preser- 
vation requirements under this 
scheme. However, currently the 
choice is Scheme C because it 
preserves the 1937 and 1945 sec- 
tions of the building. 

All the schemes were based 
on a projected student population 
of 882 students, even though 
there are currently over 1,000 stu- 
dents in the school. Henderson

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expressed concern that the pro- 
jected student population was 
too low for the possible ulti- 
mate population of the school. 

According to McLaughlin, 
the school system is interested 
in proceeding quickly since it 
has a fairly tight schedule. 
They contemplate beginning 
construction in 2004 for 
completion and use by students 
by September 2006. 

Work would be phased to 
provide a place for the students 
to go to school under Scheme 
C. On this project, it is 
planned that students will re- 
main on site. The school sys- 
tem does not have the opportu- 
nity to put them in another lo- 
cation, as with Bladensburg 
High School in Bowie. New 
construction would not have 
this constraint, however. For 
this reason new construction 
could be done in a year and a 
half. 

School officials have agreed to 
make a presentation to the Advi- 
sory Committee on Education 
(ACE) on Tuesday, March 26. 
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BARC Reiterates Position 
On Soil Conservation Road 


Goddard Space 
Flight Center plans 
to re-route the por- 
tion of Soil Conser- 
vation Road that bi- 
sects the Goddard 
campus. This road is 
presently under the 
jurisdiction of the 
Beltsville Agricul- 
tural Research Cen- 
ter. Alignment op- 
tions were presented 
at various commu- 
nity meetings in the 
area including 
Greenbelt in late 
July. The most re- 
cent public meeting 
occurred last week in 
Glenn Dale. A letter 
from a U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture 
official to the direc- 
tor of Goddard and 
copied to the News 
Review is printed 
here.

Dear Mr. Diaz: 

On February 27, one of my staff, 
Claudette Joyner, attended a public meet- 
ing at the Glenn Dale Golf Club where 
Goddard’s proposed Master Plan, espe- 
cially the proposal to reroute Soil Conser- 
vation Service (SCS) Road, was discussed. 
I understand that Mr. Frederick M. Heider, 
of Athavale, Lystad & Associates, con- 
ducted the presentation for the public fo- 
rum. According to Ms. Joyner, this ap- 
peared to be the same presentation that 
Mr. Heider provided to the Beltsville Ag- 
ricultural Research Center (BARC) on 
January 31. 

Several questions apparently came up 
about what needed to be done to use 
BARC land, and about BARC’s opinion 
of the three proposed routes for SCS 
Road. Ms. Joyner reported that Mr. Kim 
Toufectis of your Facilities Management 
Division indicated that BARC would still 
own the land, but that there would be no 
cost to NASA and that no money would 
change hands. 
BARC has the authority to charge for

GHI Board/Council Discuss 
Traffic Calming and Signs

The annual city council 
worksession with the Greenbelt 
Homes Inc. board of directors on 
February 27, dealt quickly with 
the issue of historic district desig- 
nation — more research and study 
needed — and then turned its at- 
tention to other items, ranging 
from traffic calming to housing 
code violations. There was a 
general consensus that more work 
needed to be done to determine 
the benefits, drawbacks and im- 
plications for the entire commu- 
nity of designating some of the 
city as an historic district. The 
established time frame calls for 
the additional research and evalu- 
ation by city staff and others and 
wider community input, to be 
completed with recommendations 
by early next year. 

Traffic 

The council and board dis- 
cussed various problem intersec- 
tions and crosswalks, different 
proposals and approaches for 
traffic calming and improving pe- 
destrian safety. Everyone agreed 
that drivers frequently did not 
stop for pedestrians in crosswalks 
and pointed to the crosswalk at 
St. Hugh’s on Crescent Road as a 
prime example. A number of so- 
lutions were suggested: raised 
crosswalks, pedestrian-operated 
traffic lights, strengthened hatch- 
ing, sandwich board signs, safety 
islands, and lights embedded in 
the road to alert drivers to the 
upcoming crosswalk. The latter 


was suggested by GHI Board 
Member Joyce Abel who had 
seen this successfully used in 
other cities. Opinions varied. 
Several thought that signs were 
useless unless, as Councilmember 
Alan Turnbull stated, they were 
backed up by police. A greater 
or different police role in traffic 
safety has budget and resource 
implications, Greenbelt Mayor 
Judith Davis said that concern 
needed to be considered in any 
overall plan. Board Member Bill 
Phelan said that there are more 
pedestrians in old Greenbelt than 
in other parts of the city and 
therefore the issue is important to 
GHI. He thought that less atten- 
tion had been placed on traffic 
calming in the historic part of the 
community. Davis countered 
with the fact that there are speed 
bumps on Northway and cited 
other examples. She said that for 
every approach, some residents 
feel it’s too much and others not 
enough. 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin and others thought 
that this issue could be taken up 
as part of the budget process, 
since there are cost implications 
for most of the suggested ap- 
proaches. Hearings and studies 
could delineate the best options 
that could then be considered 
when the budget is debated and 
adopted.

This week I celebrate hiking 
and walking 1,000 miles on my 
artificial hip! After hip surgery I 
started, again, walking Greenbelt 
Lake just two years ago this 
week. About 650 miles of my 
walking has been around and 
around Greenbelt Lake.

to recommend it for all of you 
readers, with a special invitation 
for senior citizens and busy 
workers. It is a wonderful daily 
or tri-weekly routine. Yes, it has 
permitted me the joy of returning 
to hiking in the North Cascades 
in late summer/fall and more than 
100 miles in New Zealand last 
month. I do not wish to empha- 
size my hiking trips. Instead, it 
is the fitness I experience and the 
beauty and joy afforded me in 
walking Greenbelt Lake. 

I walk the lake in wind, rain, 
snow and sunshine. This permits 
me to watch the seasons change 
from spring to summer to fall 
and to winter. Each season offers 
different types of beauty on and 
surrounding the pathway. I love, 
for example, watching the ducks 
mate, produce their young and 
guard and protect them through- 
out the spring/summer. Even the 
geese are interesting in their pat- 
terns of flight and settling on the 
water. Seeing the birds in flight 
and hearing them singing while 
watching them leave each fall 
and return each spring is exciting, 
as are observing the plants and 
flowers bloom and die and reap- 
pear the next spring. The trees, 
too, offer enjoyment as they 
change the views, the reflections, 
the water movement and their 
green costumes. Even a blue 
heron has graced our lake while 
the Canada geese stop over in 
December as they move south. 
The homeowners around the lake 
offer an interesting variety of 
natural and artificial surroundings, 
although I am most often busy 
watching in and around the water.

I find walking provides me at 
least three important benefits.

easements. In addition, I indi- 
cated in my letter to you of No- 
vember 9, 2000, that even if 
BARC provided you an easement, 
that GSFC would be responsible 
for all costs of road construction, 
forest and wetland mitigation, 
and anything else that might im- 
pact BARC property. 

In our written comments on 
September 6, 2001, to Alison 
McNally, Goddard’s Director of 
Management Operations, we 
raised the issue that your plan in- 
dicates that the west and central 
alternative routes would require 
reforestation due to the loss of 
about 19 acres of forest, and that 
GFSC appeared to be making the 
assumption that this could be ac- 
complished on BARC property. 
This had not been discussed with 
BARC at the time, and we have 
still not had a response from you 
on this issue. 

I am most concerned about 
Mr. Heider’s response when 


asked if BARC “had any prob- 
lems with these routes.” Mr. 
Heider replied no, and said that 
“BARC will issue a revocable 
permit regardless if the route is 
east or west.” We specifically 
told Mr. Heider on January 31 
that BARC much preferred the 
two eastern routes over the west- 
ern route. We also told him that 
we would not agree to any pro- 
posal that the community had 
problems with, since we see no 
benefit to BARC in any of these 
proposals. 

I want to remind you that 
when Dr. Ron Korcak and I met 
with you on October 29, 2001, 
that I told you specifically that 
we preferred the eastern routes 
and that we would not agree to 
any proposal that the community 
objected to. Also, in a letter on 
August 1, 2001, I told you that 
we are not willing to discard the 
good will that BARC has in the 
surrounding community merely to

Drought Watch Alert Issued by COG 


The Metropolitan Washington 
Council of Governments (COG) 
has announced that the Washing- 
ton metropolitan region remains 
under the drought “watch” condi- 
tion issued February 20. 

The “watch” level is the first 
notification stage of the region’s 
water supply and drought plan, 
triggered by at least moderate 
drought conditions in_ the 
Potomac River basin. The 
drought “watch” applies to the 
entire region, including the 
ninety-five percent of the Wash- 


ington area obtaining water from 
the Potomac River system. The 
Potomac River system consists of 
the free-flowing Potomac River 
above Chain Bridge, the 
Occoquan Reservoir, and the 
Patuxent River reservoirs, further 
supplemented during extreme low 
flow by the Jennings Randolph 
and Little Seneca reservoirs. 
While the recent rain is wel- 
comed, it will take considerably 
more rain to bring the water 
tables back to normal levels.

Gateway Signs 
There was universal support 
from the council and 


boardmembers to complete the 
project to install signs to uniquely 
identify the Greenbelt community. 
Signs would be placed at Cres- 
cent and Kenilworth, Southway 
and Hanover Parkway at Good 
Luck Road. The signs have been 
designed and the City is looking 
for a fabricator to construct and 
install them. McLaughlin said 
that there was a good chance that 
some grant funding would come 
through for the project, but if not, 
there would be time to add 
$10,000 to next year’s budget. 
Others discussed the signs for 
various organizations and hoped 
that they would be grouped and 
organized in some fashion. In 
response to a question from GHI 
Board Member Sylvia Lewis, 
McLaughlin replied that the signs 
would keep their distinctive look 
and color but would be of uni- 
form size. 
Code Violations 

The board and council agreed 
that there needs to be close coor- 
dination in inspecting homes and 
issuing violations where neces- 
sary. Gretchen Overdurff, GHI 
general manager, explained that 
sometimes GHI gets a notice 
from the city and sometimes it 
goes directly to the occupant. 
She said that there had been 
some inconsistencies but that 
GHI and City staff were trying to 
work together on the same goal: 
encouraging residents to fix what- 
ever the problem is. Since GHI 
is the owner, it 1s appropriate that 
GHI be notified along with the 
occupant; everyone felt that this 
was essential to get a timely reso- 
lution of the problem.

that, consistent action on the part 
of the city and GHI might em- 
phasize the serious nature of a 
violation and encourage faster ac- 
tion. 
Playground Agreement 

An agreement between the 
city and GHI governs the mainte- 
nance of the playgrounds located 
within GHI. It is being reviewed 
and revisions may be recom- 
mended. A first draft of a plan 
which would cover other areas of 
the city has been drafted and 
should be completed this month, 
McLaughlin said. Drought and 
squirrels appear to be the culprits 
in some of the deterioration of 
the condition of the grounds in 
the playgrounds as well as local 
parks, according to Davis. 

Assistance Program 

Julia Eichhorst, president of 
the GHI board, told council how 
well the new assistance-in-living 
program has been working to 
date. She also thanked David 
Moran, Assistant to the City 
Manager, for his assistance with 
the program. She said that GHI 
planned to enlist the aid of vol- 
unteers to seek additional grant 
funding. 

Car Sharing 

Sylvia Lewis described the 
Volkswagen Beetle, available un- 
der the car sharing program, as a 
“cute car.’

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oint Hearing Scheduled 


On County General Plan 


The Prince George’s County 
Council and the Prince George’s 
County Planning Board of The 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission (M- 
NCPPC) will hold a joint public 
hearing on the Preliminary Gen- 
eral Plan for Prince George’s 
County. 

The public hearing will take 
place at 7 p.m. on Tuesday, 
March 26 in the first floor coun- 
cil hearing room at the County 
Administration Building in Upper 
Marlboro. Project staff will be 
available to answer questions in 
the hearing room lobby, begin- 
ning at 6 p.m. 

The Preliminary General Plan 
provides broad guidance for the 
future growth and development of 
Prince George’s County. It em- 
phasizes mixed use, pedestrian- 
oriented development around 25 
designated centers, most of which 
are served by rail transit, either 
Metrorail or MARC lines. Other 
designated centers can be served 
by bus feeder routes or future ex- 
tensions of rail systems. The 
plan also recognizes different 
goals and policies for three dif- 
ferent parts of the county: Devel- 
oped, Developing and Rural 
Tiers. The plan will provide 
guidance to future, more detailed 
area and sector plans. The plan 
also recommends that two func- 
tional plans be prepared: a Mas- 
ter Plan of Transportation for 
roads, transit and trails, and a 
Green Infrastructure Plan which 
will identify environmental fea- 
tures that should be protected as 
the county develops.
